Sponsorship 
questioned. Brewery's 
involvement in tree 
lighting prompts call 
for 'fair, balanced' 
alcohol policy

A local addictions expert is 
raising the question of spon¬ 
sorship by alcohol companies 
again as HRM’s annual Tree 
Lighting ceremony approach¬ 
es. 

The event on Nov. 24 will 
feature members of the kids’ 
TV show The Backyardigans 
— but the premier sponsor is 
the Oland Brewery. 

Capital Health’s health 
promoter Dan Steeves took 
to Twitter this week, high¬ 
lighting the contrast of “Beer 
and Backyardigans.” 

“Is it appropriate for al¬ 
cohol companies to spon¬ 
sor events that are primarily 
directed towards children?” 
he said Thursday. “We ask the 
community, do you want to 
take a second thought about 


that?” 

Steeves says residents 
should ask councillors for a 
municipal alcohol policy that 
would set guidelines for alco¬ 
hol sponsorship and advertis¬ 
ing. 

“The alcohol industry pro¬ 
vides jobs and growth to our 
economic condition and they 
should have a role to play,” 
he said. “However, that role 
should be the community’s 
decision.” 

Steeves cites studies sug¬ 
gesting early exposure to alco¬ 
hol-product advertising influ¬ 
ences the age at which kids 
start drinking — as young as 
13 in Nova Scotia. 

Oland is contributing 
$5,000 to the Nov. 24 event, 
which has a total budget of 
$58,000. There will be no 
Oland’s banners or signs, and, 
at the company’s request, the 
flyer sent home with school 
kids won’t bear the company 


logo. 

Olands spokesperson Wade 
Keller says the company likes 
to give back to the commun¬ 
ity through event sponsor¬ 
ship, and is sensitive to issues 
involving children. 

“The answer to the world’s 
woes is not to put children 
in a bubble so they’re not ex¬ 
posed to alcohol or soft drinks 
or fatty foods,” he said. “It’s 
the community and parents 
and teachers — everyone 
has a responsibility to teach 
people what these products 
are and how they should be 
used responsibly.” 

Steeves says parents always 
know what’s best for their 
kids, but added there’s preced¬ 
ent for society helping out. 

“(The community) helped 
with tobacco, with seatbelts, 
with bike helmets,” he said. 
“I’m looking for a little help 
with alcohol, and we can fig¬ 
ure it out together.”

Grits question cost 
of Dexter’s trade- 
mission flights 

The Opposition Liberals 
criticized Premier Darrell 
Dexter on Thursday over 
the cost of his flights during 
two recent overseas trade 
missions. 

The Liberals questioned 
why Dexter paid more than 
the premiers of New Bruns¬ 
wick and Prince Edward 
Island for round-trip tickets 
to China during a 10-day 
trade mission of Canadian 
premiers in September. 

Liberal member Andrew 
Younger tabled government 
online expense claims in 
the legislature, showing 
Dexter’s first-class ticket 
cost $7,136. 

He compared that to 
records showing New 
Brunswick Premier David 
Alward paid $5,389, while 
P.E.I. Premier Robert Ghiz’s 
economy-class ticket cost 
$3,762. 

Dexter defended the 
cost, saying it’s government 
policy that on extended 
flights of more than nine 
hours he would fly business 
class or an “upgraded class.” 
He added that as head of 
the China trade mission, 
he needed proper rest to be 
alert for a heavy schedule of 
meetings. 

“You are required to 
be able to, in very short 
order, get up and respond 
to all of those demands. I 
don’t think that any of the 
taxpayers would find that 
unreasonable,” he said. 

Expenses for Dexter’s 
trip to Israel in October 
2011 show the premier paid 
$7,506.03 for his airfare. 

Dexter said that cost was 
the result of changing his 
flight booking because his 
departure coincided with 
the federal shipbuilding 
announcement in Halifax, 
which he wanted to attend. 

But Younger said he 
believes Dexter should have 
found cheaper flights dur¬ 
ing a time of government 
austerity, the Canadian press

Premier Darrell Dexter un¬ 
loaded on the opposition 
parties Thursday over their 
relentless criticism of two gov¬ 
ernment-funded job projects 
announced last week. 

Dexter zeroed in on Lib¬ 
eral Andrew Younger, who was

quoted in The Coast calling the 
government’s deal to outsource 
its SAP department to IBM Can¬ 
ada “a huge clusterf—lc.” 

“It’s so far beyond the pale 
for a member of the legislature 
to participate in, it is frankly 
as embarrassing as it can get,” 
Dexter told reporters. 

Last Thursday, Dexter an¬ 
nounced a 10-year contract 
with IBM, which included a 
$12.4-million payroll rebate if 
the company could hire 500 
employees at its proposed Hali¬ 


fax location. 

The opposition has repeat¬ 
edly accused the government 
for irresponsibly offering hand¬ 
outs to big business. The lib¬ 
erals say the deal should have 
gone through the privacy com¬ 
missioner and the welfare of 
government employees wasn’t 
considered. 

Last Wednesday, the prov¬ 
ince announced another rebate 
with Calgary-based engineer¬ 
ing company Projex. The com¬ 
pany would see $11.4 million 


in provincial government fund¬ 
ing over five years if it adds 
440 new engineering jobs to its 
Halifax office over that period. 

Younger said he stands by 
his words about the IBM deal. 

“This is a government that 
has handed out all kinds of 
money to corporation and 
overhyped big projects,” he 
said. 

Dexter maintains the op¬ 
position is more concerned 
about scoring low blows, than 
the greater good of the prov¬ 
ince. 

“They have decided to put 
that aside instead of what is in 
the best interest of the prov¬ 
ince to participate in the worst 
land of assault on the reputa¬ 
tion of these companies,” he 
said.

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Arrest warrant. Cops 
on hunt for fourth man 
in Halifax taxi shooting 


A known associate to Halifax 
crime figure Jimmy Melvin Jr. 
is wanted on a Canada-wide 
arrest warrant for two counts 
of attempted murder in the 
shooting of a Halifax taxi ear¬ 
lier this month. 

Police believe Andrew Jason 
Hudder is somewhere in Hali¬ 
fax, and consider him “armed 
and veiy dangerous,” accord¬ 
ing to spokesman Const. Pierre 
Bourdages. 

“If people see him they are 
advised to contact police right 
away and to not approach 
him,” Bourdages said. 

Last week, a Canada-wide 
arrest warrant was issued for 
Hudder in relation to a parole 
violation. 

Hudder was released from 
a federal prison late last year 
after serving over two years in 
jail for a string of arsons dating 
back to 2006. 

Melvin Jr. was also charged 
in the arsons that happened at 
various locations around HRM. 

Hudder is the fourth person 
charged in the taxi shooting 
case. He is facing two counts of 
attempted murder, two counts 
of assault with a weapon and 
nine weapons related offences. 

Someone fired several shots

from a small silver car at a taxi 
travelling north on Robie near 
McCulley around 2:15 a.m. on 
Nov. 3. 

No one was hurt. 

Kirk Michael Wright, 24, 
of Halifax was arrested Wed¬ 
nesday and appeared in court 
facing more than a dozen char¬ 
ges that include attempted 
murder, assault with a weapon 
and several firearms offences. 

Everett Douglas MacNeil, 
24, of Halifax is also facing sim¬ 
ilar charges in connection with 
the incident. He was in custody 
on an unrelated matter. 

Kyle Douglas Shipley was 
arrested and charged Nov. 11. 
He’s scheduled to return to 
court on Friday.

Residents could get 
crosswalks back with 
new legislation: MLA 


Waverley Road. 

Andrew Younger 
says municipal traffic 
authority has too 
much power

The province should enact 
legislation that could see angry 
Waverley Road residents get 
their crosswalks back, the ar¬ 
ea’s MLA said Thursday. 

“The crosswalk needs to be 
there,” said the Liberal’s An¬ 
drew Younger, who lives just 
off of Breeze Drive, a few blocks 
away from where one of three 
Waverley Road crosswalks were 
removed by municipal staff in 
September. “There are many 
children that cross the road 
and I absolutely understand 
the frustration of residents and 
why they’re going out there 
painting it themselves.” 

Halifax Regional Municipal¬ 



ity’s Traffic Authority currently 
holds the power to decide 
which roadways get crosswalks. 

On three occasions in Sep¬ 
tember, community members 
at the comer of Waverley Road 
and Applewood Lane painted 
crosswalks only to have them 
painted over by municipal 
workers. 

Younger, a former HRM 


councillor, said in this case, 
where the crosswalk had been 
at the location for 20 years, 
illustrates that the legisla¬ 
tion gives too much power to 
the traffic authority to decide 
where crosswalks go. 

He said there must be an ap¬ 
peal mechanism to deal with 
extraordinary cases that don’t 
fit strict, national standards. 


One option, he said, is to allow 
councillors to make the deci¬ 
sion based on common sense 
and public safety. 

Transportation Minister 
Maurice Smith said Thursday 
the issue is a municipal matter 
and he has no right to order 
HRM to build a crosswalk any¬ 
where. 

“It’s not a determination I 
should make and I don’t know 
if there should be a crosswalk 
there,” said Smith. 


Extraordinary cases 


Andrew Younger said the 
province has an obligation to 
address legislation dealing 
with extraordinary cases, like 
on Waverley Road. 


• “It's provincial legisla¬ 
tion that gives the traffic 
authority that much 
control and there has to 
be an appeal mechanism 
to deal with these extra¬ 
ordinary cases," he said.

Lots is dependent on what 
we do in the media. We spent 
so much money covering the 
post-9-11 period and the Iraq 
war, and then we ran out of 
money. And sadly, when that 
happens, you pull back on 
international coverage because 
it’s the most expensive, and 
you’re giving less information, 
and it shows. 

Of late, Syria is a hugely 
important story, but I don’t 
think people are going to be 
leaping to their television at 
night saying, ‘Man, what’s 
happening in Syria?’ The 
latest escalation of violence 
between the Israelis and Pal¬ 
estinians may do that. 

I had a discussion this 
week on the role of the 
media versus the role of the 
consumer. Where does the 
chicken-and-egg cycle start 
between what the media 
provides and what the con¬ 
sumer wants? 

I think the cycle has gotten 
worse, for a number of rea¬ 
sons. One of them is at times 
a failure on our part. 

Look at the example this 
week at how so much of the 
media went crazy over the 
Petraeus stoiy. Why did they 
do that? My theory is that 
it’s a lot easier to tell the 
Petraeus story than it is to tell 
the fiscal-cliff story. Which 
one actually impacts your 
life? The fiscal cliff. So people 
get cynical because they look 
at that and say, “What’s the 
matter with these guys?” 

But when you look at 
programs like Entertain¬ 
ment Tonight, they’re wildly 
popular. There’s an appetite 
for scandal and “sexy” stuff. 

That’s true, and that’s where 
it belongs, is programs like 
that. I do fault the consumer 
to some degree. They have to 
make a decision about what 
they’re going to watch and 
what they’re going to trust.

And if they’re going to de¬ 
mand that not only on En¬ 
tertainment Tonight but also 
in the nightly news, they’ll 
get what they asked for, and 
that’s too bad. 

What’s the story that’s the 
most under-reported? 

I think we do a pathetic job 
on the climate-change story. 
It’s changing our world, 
without question. It’s not all 
bad — some things are good 
about climate change — but 


there are some things that 
are threatening the way we 
live, and other countries are 
miles ahead of us in adapting 
to climate change. We’ve got 
to get in the game. 

Between poverty, over¬ 
population, climate change 
and the economy, the fu¬ 
ture’s looking kind of grim. 
If we’re going to avert the 
apocalypse, what would 
you tell both media and 
media consumers that we 
all need to do? 


The common thread for both 
consumers and journalists is 
to understand an issue before 
you decide on it. In today’s 
world of journalism where 
the pressure’s on time, you’ve 
got to spend more time doing 


the basic journalism before 
going on the air. Our role is 
a fundamental, basic pillar 
of democracy, and if we do it 
poorly, everybody suffers. If 
we do it right, we end up liv¬ 
ing in a better society.

A rookie HRM councillor is 
calling for an end to online 
voting, but a couple of his 
veteran colleagues would 
prefer to focus on how to 
make the system better. 

Coun. Waye Mason of 
District 7 told the CBC this 
week that since public turn¬ 
out wasn’t any higher with a 
web system, the municipal¬ 
ity should focus on tradition¬ 
al ballot boxes. 

“I’m not ready to say 
‘Let’s scrap the e-voting,”’ 
Coun. Jennifer Watts (Dis¬ 
trict 8) said on Thursday in 



response to Mason’s com¬ 
ments. 

“I think it was quite posi¬ 
tive for residents that used 
that,” she said, adding that 
parents with busy schedules, 
or seniors, liked the ease of 
casting their vote online or 
phoning it in. 

Watts said she’d like to 
analyze the cost difference 
between staffing more poll¬ 
ing booths and keeping the 
online system. 


“I’m not sure we need the 
full 10 days of e-voting,” she 
said, adding five or six days 
before the official election 
day should be enough. 

“I think that might help 
focus people to vote more. 
It’s not like, ‘Oh, I’ve got 
these long two weeks.’” 

Coun. Gloria McClus¬ 
key (District 5) agrees with 
Watts’s point that the value 
of the online system needs 
to be looked at. 

“I’m concerned about 
the cost,” McCluskey said. 
“And we have to look at the 
success before we do that 
again.” 

Watts said since e-voting 
increased the turnout in 
other areas of the province, 
such as Yarmouth, Halifax 
may just need more time to 
get used to the system. 

“It’s hard to know. Maybe 
we would have had even 
lower voting without it,” 
she said.

Online reporting now 
available across HRM 


The online reporting service 
for minor crimes imple¬ 
mented by Halifax Regional 
Police is being expanded to 
cover all of HRM — in both 
official languages.

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Brazen attacks on Tel Aviv may 
trigger ground invasion of Gaza 



Heaviest fighting in 
four years. Daily life 
at a standstill on both 
sides of the border 


Palestinian militants targeted 
densely populated Tel Aviv in 
Israel’s heartland with rockets 
for the first time Thursday, part 
of an unprecedented barrage 
that threatened to provoke an 
Israeli ground assault on Gaza. 
Three Israelis were killed. 

Air raid sirens wailed and 
panicked residents ran for 
cover in Tel Aviv, Israel’s com¬ 
mercial and cultural capital. 
Israel responded by moving 
troops and heavy weapons to¬ 
ward Gaza and authorizing the 
call-up of tens of thousands of 
reservists. 

There was no word on 
where the two rockets aimed 
at Tel Aviv landed, raising the 
possibility they fell into the 
Mediterranean. A third rocket 
landed in an open area on the 
southern outskirts of Tel Aviv. 
Those attacks came after Israel 
launched a ferocious air assault 


Wednesday to stop repeated 
rocket fire from Gaza. The 
powerful Hamas militaiy chief 
was killed in that strike, and 
another 18 Palestinians have 
died over two days, including 
five children. 


There were mounting signs 
of a ground operation. At least 
12 trucks were seen trans¬ 
porting tanks and armoured 
personnel carriers toward Gaza 
late Thursday. Israeli TV sta¬ 
tions said a Gaza incursion was 


expected on Friday, though mil- 
itaiy officials said no decision 
had been made. 

“We will increase the at¬ 
tacks, and I believe we will 
obtain our objectives,” said Lt. 
Gen. Benny Gantz, Israel’s mil- 


itaiy chief. 

Hamas, meanwhile, warned 
it would strike deeper inside 
Israel with Iranian-made Fajr-5 
rockets, acknowledging for the 
first time it has longer-range 
weapons, the associated press 


International reaction

says the U.S. strongly 
condemns the barrage 
of rocket fire from Gaza 
into Israel.

A new report says that over 
the last five years, the num¬ 
ber of doctors in Canada 
has increased at a rate three 
times faster than that of the 
population. 

The Canadian Institute 
for Health Information says 
there were more than 72,500 
physicians caring for patients 
in 2011, a rise of 14 per cent 
since 2007. 

The Canadian population 
grew 4.7 per cent over the 
same time period.

Quebec’s public inquiry is get¬ 
ting a glimpse into how the 
Italian Mafia used its muscle 
to maintain control of the con¬ 
struction industry in Montreal. 

An out-of-town construction 
owner testified Thursday that 
he received multiple threats 
after bidding on contracts. 

The Quebec City man, Mar¬ 
tin Carrier, said he got a phone 
call at home in 2004. A man 
with an Italian accent warned 
him to stop working in the city. 

Carrier asked the man for 
his name. That prompted a curt 
reply. 

“Never mind who I am,” the 


caller said. “Because the next 
time you won’t be walking 
away from here ... Thank you 
and have a nice day.” 

Later, when he didn’t back 
down, Carrier received a con¬ 
dolence card at his office. It was 
the kind of card sent to a griev¬ 
ing family after a death. 

The printed side of the card 
said: “Sincerest condolences.” 
In neat handwriting, on the 
other side, the card read: “Dear 
friend, stop bidding in Mont¬ 
real. If not, your family will 
receive a card just like this one. 
Final warning.”

Energy. Scientists offer 
guide for burying C02 


Scientists have released what 
they say are the first guidelines 
on the best way to store carbon 
dioxide underground so that it 
doesn’t get back out. 

The hope is that companies 
will want to follow the stan¬ 
dards to help reassure the pub¬ 
lic about the safety of carbon 
capture and persuade doubters. 

The guidelines include look¬ 
ing at geology and whether 
C02 could flow through a pos¬ 
sible fault underground. They 
also set out requirements and 
recommendations for burying 
the greenhouse gas in a safe 


They are not mandatory, 
but more of a template for the 
industry, said Carmen Dybwad, 
CEO of the International Per¬ 
formance Assessment Centre 
for Geologic Storage of C02. 

“It’s nice to be able to have, 
if you will, a guide, a standard 
to go through and say, ‘Yes, 
we have made sure that we’ve 
looked at everything. We’ve 
looked at the issue of subsur¬ 
face trespass. We’ve looked at 
the issue of fractures. We’ve 
looked at the possibility of set¬ 
ting a micro-seismic event,”’ 
Dybwad said Thursday.

Europe. Obama urged to 
focus on climate change 


The European Union’s climate 
commissioner hopes that U.S. 
President Barack Obama’s 
renewed attention to global 
warming after the election will 
translate into greater U.S. in¬ 
volvement in UN climate talks. 

Connie Hedegaard told 
The Associated Press during a 
visit to Stockholm on Thursday 
that many Europeans were dis¬ 
appointed that climate change 
didn’t get more attention dur¬ 
ing Obama’s first term. 

“But I hope that the re-elect¬ 
ed president will pull his whole 
weight now into this area,” she 
said. 


Climate change was virtual¬ 
ly absent during the campaign 
until Hurricane Sandy hit, so 
activists were elated when 
Obama mentioned the “de¬ 
structive power of a wanning 
planet” in his victory speech. 

The president also addressed 
the issue in a news conference 
Wednesday, saying he hopes to 
begin his second term by open¬ 
ing a national “conversation” 
on climate change. 

Obama took some steps in 
his first term, such as sharply 
increasing fuel efficiency stan¬ 
dards for cars and trucks.

Social media snag. 

Spate of prosecutions 
for Twitter and 
Facebook tirades spark 
controversy 


One teenager made offensive 
comments about a murdered 
child on Twitter. Another 
young man wrote on Facebook 
that British soldiers should “go 
to hell.” A third posted a pic¬ 
ture of a burning paper poppy, 
symbol of remembrance of 
war dead. 

All were arrested, two con¬ 
victed, and one jailed — and 
they’re not the only ones. In 
Britain, hundreds of people 
are prosecuted each year for 
posts, tweets, texts and emails 
deemed menacing, indecent, 
offensive or obscene, and the 
number is growing as our on¬ 
line lives expand. 

Lawyers say the mounting 
tally shows the problems of a 
legal system tiying to regulate 
21st century communications 
with 20th century laws. Civil 
libertarians say it is a threat 
to free speech in an age when 
the Internet gives everyone the 
power to be heard around the

world. 

“Fifty years ago someone 
would have made a really of¬ 
fensive comment in a pub¬ 
lic space and it would have 
been heard by relatively few 
people,” said Mike Harris of 
free-speech group Index on 
Censorship. “Now someone 
posts a picture of a burning 
poppy on Facebook and poten¬ 
tially hundreds of thousands of 
people can see it. “People take 
it upon themselves to report 
this offensive material to po¬ 
lice, and suddenly you’ve got 
the criminalization of offen¬ 
sive speech.” 

Figures obtained by The As¬ 
sociated Press through a free¬ 
dom of information request 
show a steadily rising tally 


of prosecutions in Britain for 
electronic communications 
— phone calls, emails and 
social media posts — that are 
“grossly offensive or of an in¬ 
decent, obscene or menacing 
character (from 1,263 in 2009 
to 1,843 in 2011.) The number 
of convictions grew from 873 
in 2009 to 1,286 last year. 

Behind the figures are 
people — mostly young, many 
teenagers — who find that a 
glib online remark can have 
life-altering consequences. 

No one knows this better 
than Paul Chambers, who in 
January 2010, worried that 
snow would stop him catching 
a flight to visit his girlfriend, 
tweeted: “Crap! Robin Hood 
airport is closed. You’ve got a 
week and a bit to get your (ex¬ 
pletive) together otherwise I’m 
blowing the airport sky high.” 

A week later, anti-terrorist 
police showed up at the office 
where he worked as a financial 
supervisor. 

Chambers was arrested, 
questioned for eight hours, 
charged, tried, convicted and 
fined. He lost his job, amassed 
thousands of pounds (dollars) 
in legal costs and was, he says, 
“essentially unemployable” 
because of his criminal record.

Study says 
Americans pack on the 
pounds through alcohol 


Americans get too many cal¬ 
ories from soda. But what 
about alcohol? It turns out 
adults get almost as many 
empty calories from booze 
as from soft drinks, a govern¬ 
ment study found. 

Soda and other sweetened 
drinks — the focus of obes¬ 
ity-fighting public-health 
campaigns — are the source 
of about six per cent of the 
calories adults consume, on 
average. Alcoholic beverages 
account for about five per 
cent, the new study found. 

“We’ve been focusing on 
sugar-sweetened beverages. 
This is something new,” said 
Cynthia Ogden, one of the 
study’s authors. She’s an epi¬ 
demiologist with the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention, which released its 
findings Thursday. 

The government research¬ 



ers say the findings deserve 
attention because, like soda, 
alcohol contains few nutri¬ 
ents but plenty of calories. 

The CDC study is based on 
interviews with more than 
11,000 U.S. adults from 2007 
through 2010.

Tycho. Scientists say 
Danish astronomer 
didn’t die from mercury 


Ever since Tycho Brahe died 
suddenly more than 400 
years ago, there has been 
mystery about whether the 
Dane, whose celestial obser¬ 
vations laid the groundwork 
for modern astronomy, fell 
victim to natural causes or 
was murdered. 

On Thursday, scientists 
who had exhumed his body 
said one thing is clear: If he 
was murdered, it wasn’t with 
mercury, as many rumours 
had claimed. 

“We measured the con¬ 
centration of mercury using 


three different quantitative 
chemical methods in our 
labs” in the Czech Republic 
and Denmark, said Kaare 
Lund Rasmussen, associate 
professor of chemistry at the 
University of Southern Den¬ 
mark. 

“All tests revealed the 
same result: That mercury 
concentrations were not suf¬ 
ficiently high to have caused 
his death,” he said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Tests on the remains are 
still being conducted.

Brazil looks to cloning 
to combat extinction

Brazilian researchers are 
turning to cloning to help 
fight the perilous decline of 
several animal species. 

The scientists at Brazil’s 
Embrapa agriculture re¬ 
search agency said this week 
they have spent two years 
building a gene library with 
hundreds of samples from 
eight native species — the 
collared anteater, the bush 
dog, the black lion tamarin, 
the coati, and deer and bison 
varieties, as well as the jag¬ 
uar and the maned wolf. 

While still in its early 
stages, with the birth of a 
clone likely years away, the 
project represents Brazilian 
scientists’ first foray into 
the cloning of wild animals, 
said team leader Carlos Fred- 
erico Martins. 

Scientists in other parts 
of the world have been clon¬ 
ing threatened species for 
more than a decade, though 
with a low rate of success, 
and sometimes with the 
criticism of conservation¬ 
ists who say more should in¬ 
stead be done to save endan¬ 
gered animals in the wild 
by protecting their natural 
habitats. 

Martins said that any 
clones that eventually 
emerge from the Brazilian 
project would go to zoos,

“The idea is not to use 
cloning as a primary con¬ 
servation tool,” Martins said 
in a phone interview from 
a farm outside the national 
capital, Brasilia. He stressed 
that clones don’t resolve one 
of the main problems fa¬ 
cing species with dwindling 
populations, which is main¬ 
taining a sufficiently varied 
gene pool. 

“Let’s be clear that clon¬ 
ing can’t be a substitute 
for protecting endangered 
animals’ habitats,” Martins 
said. “It’s a way to aid zoos, 
beef up their collections, 
particularly for animals that 
don’t easily breed in captiv¬ 
ity.”

Learning

The cloning of animals 
became a reality in 1996 
with the birth of the Dolly 
the sheep. Dolly developed 
a virus-induced lung disease 
and was euthanized at age

lambs. Cloning remains a 
difficult enterprise with a 
success rate of about five to 
seven per cent. The first re¬ 
ported cross-species clone, 
a wild ox called a gaur born 
in 2001, died of dysentery 
two days later.

U.S. President Barack Obama 
vowed Thursday to stick with 
New Yorkers still struggling 17 
days after Superstorm Sandy 
“until the rebuilding is com¬ 
plete” after getting an up-close 
look at devastated neighbour¬ 
hoods rendered unlivable. 

Obama brought the spot¬ 
light to people still living with¬ 
out heat or electricity, and 
hugged many of those trying to 
rebuild their lives. He also deliv¬ 
ered a postelection message of 
unity, nine days after a closely 
divided America gave him a 
second term. 

“We’re reminded that 
we are bound together and 
we have to look out for each 
other,” Obama said from a 
block in Staten Island that was 
demolished by the storm. “The 


petty differences melt away.” 

Obama announced that 
Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment Secretary Shaun Don¬ 
ovan, former chief of New 
York’s Housing Authority, will 


be his point person to oversee 
long-term rebuilding in the re¬ 
gion. 

The president encountered 
many still suffering in Sandy’s 
aftermath, waiting in lines for 


food, supplies and other help. 
He also met privately with par¬ 
ents who experienced the most 
unthinkable tragedy — the loss 
of their young boys, Brandon 
and Connor Moore, who were 


swept away in the storm. Da¬ 
mien and Glenda Moore’s sons 
were among more than 100 
people who lost their lives be¬ 
cause of the powerful storm.

The settlement and the 
indictments came 2 1/2 years 
after the drilling-rig explosion 
that lulled 11 workers and set 
off the biggest offshore oil spill 
in U.S. history. 

The settlement includes 
nearly $1.3 billion in fines — 
the biggest criminal penalty in 
U.S. history — along with pay¬ 
ments to entities inside and 
outside government. As part 
of the deal, the BP will plead

Star Wars action figures are 
joining centuries-old dominoes 
in the U.S. National Toy Hall 
of Fame’s class of 2012, an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

Star Wars action figures 
went on the market after the 
1977 release of the classic 
movie. The figures of Han Solo, 
Chewbacca, R2-D2 and others 
were sold until 1985 and again 


from the mid-1990s to today. 

Museum officials said their 
phenomenal popularity in¬ 
spired other toy makers to 
tie their products to movies 
and television series, and they 
noted the toys’ appeal extends 
to adults, who continue to col¬ 
lect them. Dominoes origin¬ 
ated in China in the 1300s and 
appeared later in Europe in a 
slightly different form. 

The two toys beat out plas¬ 
tic green army men, the board 
game Clue, the Fisher-Price 
Com Popper, Iite-Brite, the 
Magic 8 Ball, the pogo stick, 
sidewalk chalk, the electronic 
game Simon, the tea set and 


Twister. 

To date, 49 toys have been 
chosen for the hall of fame. 
They range from classics, like 
Play-Doh and Slinky, to the less 
obvious, like the stick and card¬ 
board box. 

Officials at the Toy Hall of 
Fame say anyone can nomin¬ 
ate a toy, and thousands of sug¬ 
gestions come in every year. 
An internal committee of cur¬ 
ators, educators and historians 
chooses the finalists, and then 
a national selection committee 
votes for the winners. 

Longevity is a key criterion 
for getting into the 14-year-old

Glum forecast 


Eurozone falls 
backinto recession 

The 17-country eurozone 
has fallen back into reces¬ 
sion for the first time in 
three years as the fallout 
from the region’s finan¬ 
cial crisis was felt from 
Amsterdam to Athens. 

And with surveys 
pointing to increasingly 
depressed conditions 
across the 17-member 
group at a time of auster¬ 
ity and high unemploy¬ 
ment, the recession is 
forecast to deepen, and 
make the debt crisis — 
which has been calmer 
of late — even more dif¬ 
ficult to handle. 

Official figures Thurs¬ 
day showed that the 
eurozone contracted by 
0.1 per cent in the July to 
September period from 
the quarter before. 

The decline reported 
by Eurostat, the EU’s sta¬ 
tistics office, was in line 
with market expectations 
and follows on from the 
0.2 per cent fall recorded 
in the second quarter. 

As a result, the eurozone 
is technically in reces¬ 
sion, commonly defined 
as two straight quarters 
of falling output.

A new survey suggests Can¬ 
adians may be a little more fru¬ 
gal this festive season. 

The RBC Canadian Consum¬ 
er Outlook found that while 
most Canadians appear to be in 
a gift-giving mood, they plan on 
spending less over the holidays 
than they did last year. Those 
who celebrate year-end festiv¬ 
ities will spend $1,182 on gifts, 
decorations, entertaining and 
travel, down six per cent from 
last year’s anticipated amount. 

The survey suggests shop¬ 
pers who plan on buying gifts 
are likely to shell out $629 on 


their purchases, down from the 
$640 anticipated last year. 

The online survey was con¬ 
ducted by Ipsos Reid and in¬ 
volved 3,375 Canadians across 
the country. The poll is accur¬ 
ate to within plus or minus 1.9 
percentage points of the entire 
Canadian population. 

The results of the RBC sur¬ 
vey released Thursday stand in 
contrast to findings from some 
other analysts, who believe 
Canadians will be more gener¬ 
ous with their finances over the 
holidays this year.

Director David O. Russell is 
a rare breed of filmmaker 
whose name transcends the 
project it’s attached to. 

Mark Wahlberg tried 
for years to get the Fighter 
made before Russell got on 
board — and just try ex¬ 
plaining I Heart Huclcabees 
to someone who’s never 
seen it. 

So it was with Silver 
Linings Playbook, the direc¬ 
tor’s latest starring Bradley 
Cooper and Jennifer Law¬ 
rence. 

“These are the kinds of 
films I dreamed about mak¬ 
ing as a kid,” says Cooper, 
who cites Russell’s Spanking 
the Monkey as a favourite of 
his. 

Lawrence says she didn’t 
even read the script before 
taking the part. 

“Then I did and I was glad 
I said yes.” 

After having its world pre¬ 
miere at this year’s Toronto 
International Film Festival 
the story of a mentally ill 
teacher trying to put his life 
back together won the fest’s 
People’s Choice Award. 

What makes Russell’s 
films so unique, says Law¬ 
rence, is his ability to make 
the audience sympathize 
with unsympathetic charac¬ 
ters. 

“He’s the only filmmaker 


who gives audiences a choice 
not to like people.” 

Yes Russell has a reputa¬ 
tion for being brutal with his 
actors. 

A clip on YouTube called I 
Don’t Heart Huclcabees shows 
the filmmaker verbally berat¬ 
ing actress Lily Tomlin on the 
set for Huclcabees. 

Russell explains that he 
likes working with actors 
who can figure out a scene on 
the spot. 

Lawrence calls working 
with him “perfection,” while 
Cooper says, “David has a 
unique ability to get people 
to go to their core instantan¬ 
eously.” 

“The actors gave so much 
of themselves,” says Russell. 
“We had choices in the edi¬ 
ting room. We could have 


made them so much less 
likeable.” 

The rawness of their per¬ 
formances are on the screen. 
Cooper’s character Pat has 
just been released from a 
court ordered mental institu¬ 
tion and is prone to violent 
outbursts after moving in 
with his parents. 

Despite a lack of social 
graces, Pat befriends Tiffany, 
a widowed sex addict played 
by Lawrence, who promises 
to get him in touch with his 


estranged wife. 

Neither character’s lives 
are clean says Russell. In fact 
they’re quite messy, but both 
share their feelings and tell 
the truth. 

Given the dark subject 
matter, that the film retains 
Russell’s trademark black 
humour is a testament to 
the realness of the characters 
says Cooper. 

“When that starts to hap¬ 
pen it gets funny, it gets tra¬ 
gic — it gets real.”

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Aguilera’s ‘fun songs’ 
fall short on new 
post-divorce album 


Lotus. Lack of quality 
songwriting on 
latest record doesn’t 
complement singer's 
famously powerful voice 


Christina Aguilera is eas¬ 
ily one of contemporary 
music’s best voices. She’s 
got pipes that music-lovers 
need to hear at a time when 
Top 40 radio features studio- 
enhanced vocals and award 
shows are full of lip syncing. 

That’s why her fifth al¬ 
bum, Lotus, is somewhat dis¬ 
appointing — not because it 
isn’t good, but because it 
isn’t great. 

Sure, it’s an improve¬ 
ment from 2010’s Bionic, a 
chaotic album that is Aguil¬ 


era’s only one not to reach 
platinum status. Lotus is 
more focused, thankfully, 
but not as satisfying as her 
first three releases. 

The new 13-traclc album 
is the singer’s first music 
offering since she filed for 
divorce two years ago. And 
when she’s emotional, she 
sounds best. 

The title track kicks off 
the album nicely as Aguilera 
sings about starting over. 
On Best of Me, she sings: 
“Words cut through my skin, 
tears roll down my chin, my 
walls crumble within.” And 
later in the song she sings in 
a beautiful belt: “I will rise 
undefeated, I will not let you 
bring me down.” 

You just want to cheer 
her on. Sing it, girl. 

Another standout is the 
piano tune Blank Page, co-

written by Sia, whose work 
with Aguilera on Bionic is 
that album’s highlight. Sing 
for Me, too, is great and 
sounds like a personal an¬ 
them for Aguilera, who has 
gotten a boost recently as a 
coach on NBC’s The Voice. 

Where the singer falls 
short is on what are suppos¬ 
ed to be the “fun” songs, like 
Red Hot Kinda Love, Around 


the World and Make the 
World Move, which features 
a barely heard Cee Lo Green. 

The first single, the Max 
Martin-produced Your Body, 
is also a miss. Martin is a 
little better on his other con¬ 
tribution, the dance-heavy 
Let There Be Love, which 
sounds typical of what’s out 
there, but still feels like a 
radio hit. 

It’s almost like Aguilera 
isn’t getting the best ma¬ 
terial from the songwriters 
and producers on Lotus, 
which includes Alex da Kid 
(Eminem’s Love the Way You

Fans of 30 Rock might 
have reasonably assumed that 
Lemon, the harried TV produ¬ 
cer played by Tina Fey, would 
ride out the series’ seventh 
and final season as a peren¬ 
nial bachelorette unlucky in 
love. But Fey, who is also the 
creator and producer of the 
NBC comedy, clearly thought 
otherwise. 

In the 30 Rock episode air¬ 
ing Nov. 29, Lemon will wed. 

Who’s the lucky guy? He’s 
Liz’s latest fella, Criss Chross 
(played by guest star James 
Marsden), a Peter Pan-ish 
would-be entrepreneur who 
hatches ventures such as 
an organic gourmet hot-dog 
truck. 

On Thursday, NBC made 
the grand announcement that 
Ms. Elizabeth Miervaldis Lem¬ 
on, 42, would be presenting 
herself to be married to Mr. 
Crisstopher Rick Chross: “But 
not in a creepy way that per¬ 
petuates the idea that brides 
are virgins and women are 
property.” 

The invitation also speci¬ 
fies that guests (i.e., you view¬ 


ers) should plan to “bring 
your own snacks.” 

No preview of the episode 
has been made available. 

The series, which airs 
Thursdays, will conclude early 
next year. 

30 Rock is the saga of 
Lemon, the overextended 
producer of a fictitious com¬ 
edy show loosely inspired by 
Saturday Night Live (where 
Fey toiled for nine seasons as 
cast member and writer). Liz 
is surrounded by lcoolcie com¬ 
rades like company boss Jack 
Donaghy (Alec Baldwin) and 
Tracy Jordan (Tracy Morgan), 
her boisterously unhinged 
star. 

A recurring theme of 30 
Rock has been Lemon’s comic¬ 
ally flawed love life. Short¬ 
lived boyfriends have includ¬ 
ed quirky airline pilot Carol 
Burnett (played by Matt Da¬ 
mon), immature businessman 
Dennis Duffy (Dean Winters) 
and dim-witted pediatrician 
Dr. Drew Baird (Jon Hamm). 

But clearly there was some¬ 
thing special about Criss, who 
first arrived on the scene last 
season.

Despite country duets, 
Clarkson staying in pop

Talking about getting into the country music scene from time to time. 


There’s a reason Kelly Clark¬ 
son has performed duets with 
country superstars like Reba 
McEntire, Jason Aldean and 
Vince Gill but never one of 
her Top 40 colleagues in the 
10 years since she became the 
first American Idol. They’ve 
turned her down — eight 
times. 

“I have, like, 5,000 duets 
in country music,” Clark¬ 
son says, flashing a smile. “I 
don’t have one in pop. That’s 
legitimately because every¬ 
one turns me down. I’m not 
even kidding. I’ve asked so 
many artists to sing with me. 
Everyone legitimately turns 
me down! The only one that 


hasn’t was Chris Daughtry.” 

The sugary sweet pop 
star who’s called Nashville, 
Tenn., home for the past six 
years isn’t naming names 
(and much to the dismay of 
fans, her collaborations with 
fellow Idol alum Daughtry 
were never released.) While 
she hasn’t exactly been able 
to hook up with the perfect 
pop ally, Clarkson has found 
a partner outside the record¬ 
ing studio. 

When asked what’s im¬ 
pacted her life most over the 
past 10 years, other than win¬ 
ning the Idol prize, Clarkson 
doesn’t hesitate to say it’s 
falling in love with current 
boyfriend Brandon Black- 
stock, a Nashville-based tal¬ 


ent manager whose father is 
Clarkson’s own manager and 
stepmother is McEntire. The 
pair has been an item for the 
past eight months. 

“I completely fell in 
love,” she says. “Welcome 
to Cheeseville! I did. I don’t 
know. Your priorities kind 
of shift and you become hap¬ 
pier, and all that stuff. It’s 
probably my best accomplish¬ 
ment because I think, for me, 
especially, I just didn’t think 
it would happen. It’s like one 
of those cheesy love songs 
that didn’t exist, but it does, 
so that’s cool.” 

Clarkson was originally 
apprehensive about releasing 
a Greatest Hits album. She’s 
only 30, after all. Her label 


convinced her that it would 
be a celebration of her music 
career since winning the first 
season of Idol in 2002. And 
she could record some new 
tunes, including Don’t Rush, 
her soulful throwback coun¬ 
try duet with Gill. 

Another duet, her Don’t 
You Wanna Stay collabora¬ 
tion with Aldean, helped 
her score a nomination for 
female vocalist of the year 
at the Country Music Asso¬ 
ciation Awards. Obvious fan 
interest combined with her 
affinity for the music has led 
to speculation she might one 
day release a country album. 

Despite the camaraderie 
she feels from the Nashville 
music scene, she isn’t fully 
committed to making a leap 
from pop diva to country star. 
Though she isn’t ruling out 
going countiy from time to 
time. 

“I’m not ever gonna be 
one thing,” she says. “I want 
great music. I don’t care what

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Keira’s Karenina flips 
costume drama on its head 
with ballet-like production 


Period drama. 

‘...people are either 
going to love it or 
absolutely (expletive) 
hate it...’ 


Keira Knightley’s language 
was anything but prim and 
proper when she discovered 
what director Joe Wright 
had planned for Anna 
Karenina, their latest period 
drama together. 

To hear Knightley tell it, 
some F-bombs were soundly 
dropped. 

Knightley wasn’t swear¬ 
ing out of anger with Wright, 
who directed her to an Acad¬ 
emy Award nomination for 
2005’s Pride & Prejudice and 
to similar critical success on 
2007’s Atonement. She wor¬ 
ried that Wright’s unusual 
approach to Leo Tolstoy’s 
epic of doomed romance 
would make the hard-sell of 
a period drama even harder. 

While Pride & Preju¬ 
dice and Atonement were 
fresh, lively takes for an age 
that finds costume drama 
drowsy, Wright planned a 
wild and possibly off-putting 
ride on Anna Karenina, con¬ 
fining most of the action to 


a dilapidated theatre where 
the actors would perform 
in a stylized cinematic bal¬ 
let without the usual grand 
sweep of period-drama loca¬ 
tions. 

“The first thing I said 
was ‘Oh (expletive)!’ I was 
like, well, people are really 
either going to love it or ab¬ 
solutely (expletive) hate it,” 
Knightley said. “I also was 
going ... you’re taking it and 
spinning it on its head and 
turning it into something 
that is potentially totally 
uncommercial. Into an ex¬ 
perimental sort of art-house 
film...” 

“I also went ‘(expletive), 
yeah. Let’s give it a go.’” 

The result is a fluid story 
that unfolds as much like 
dance as film, with a brisk 
pace compared to most per¬ 
iod stories and contempor¬ 
ary sensibilities next to ear¬ 
lier takes on Anna Karenina, 
whose previous big-screen 
adaptations have featured 
Greta Garbo and Vivien 
Leigh. 

Reality gives way to fan¬ 
tasy in the opening mo¬ 
ment, as a barber approach¬ 
es Anna’s brother, Oblonsky 
(Pride & Prejudice co-star 
Matthew Macfadyen), like a 
matador approaching a bull 


and shaves him clean with 
three lightning strokes of 
his razor. Walls roll aside, 
props rise up from trap¬ 
doors, a swirl of clerks in 
an office turns into a rush 
of waiters in a restaurant as 
Wright dispenses with real¬ 
istic and time-consuming 
transitions in favour of a 
motion picture perpetually 
in motion. 

The action in Moscow 
and St. Petersburg, where 
Knightley’s Anna forsakes 
her staid husband (Jude Law) 
in an affair with a young 
cavalry officer (Aaron Tay- 
lor-Johnson), shifts around 
an aging theatre. The idea 
was inspired by Wright’s 
reading of historian Orlando 
Figes, who commented that 
19th century Russian social¬ 
ites modeled themselves 
on Parisians and lived their 
lives as though on stage, 
emulating that ideal. 

Wright has built a career 
emulating the ideal of the 
period drama, once a main¬ 
stay for movie audiences 
now mainly interested in 
futuristic action or stories 
of the here and now. But 
Wright keeps looking for 
fresh ways to tell those old 
stories to modern crowds. 

“I feel that the stories 


themselves are rich and rel¬ 
evant,” Wright said. “The 
concern really is that the 
form that those stories are 
told in, it has become kind 
of stuffy and old-fashioned.” 
But he adds, “just because 
it’s set in the 19th century, 
it doesn’t mean it has to 
look like it was shot in the 
19th century.” 

One of the first people 
Wright had to win over on 
his bold approach to Anna 
Karenina was playwright 
Tom Stoppard, an Oscar 
winner for the Shakespeare 
in Love screenplay who had 
adapted Tolstoy’s novel with 
a conventional location 
shoot in mind. 

Two months before pro¬ 
duction began, Wright de¬ 
cided to switch the action to 
a confined space and sprang 
it on Stoppard, saying he 
would only go ahead if his 
writer agreed. 

“He came around with 
a big folder of storyboards, 
and the more I got into it, 
the more interested and 
finally excited I was about 
it,” Stoppard said. “It gives 
the movie a modern spirit, 
that’s what it does. It’s not 
the costume drama we’ve 
seen before.”

Stephen Colbert the faux- 
conservative host of the sa¬ 
tirical Colbert Report, took 
to his show Wednesday 
night to confront Canadian 
critics who were apparently 
angry that the comedian re¬ 
ferred to Windsor, Ont., as 
“Earth’s rectum” in his new 
book, America Again: Re¬ 
becoming the Greatness We 
Never Weren’t.

“As a journalist, it is my 
job to ask these probing 
questions,” Colbert said. 

“Could the Earth’s rec¬ 
tum be Windsor? I don’t 
know. It could just as easily 
be Winnipeg.” 

Colbert memorably took 
aim at his neighbour to 
the north prior to the 2010 
Olympic Games, when he 
labelled Canucks “syrup 


suckers” and “ice-holes” 
because he thought U.S. 
speedslcaters weren’t get¬ 
ting enough practice time 
on Canadian ice. 

He eventually made 
amends, heading to Van¬ 
couver during the Games 
to film an episode of his 
show in front of an adoring 
crowd. 

On Wednesday, Colbert 
delighted in referencing a 
poll from the CBC website 
indicating that — at the 
time — roughly three-quar¬ 
ters of respondents believed 
the publicity brought by 
Colbert would be positive 
for Windsor. 

“Apparently, the ‘Earth’s 
rectum’ is an improvement 
over Windsor’s previous 
reputation,” he said. 

“So you’re welcome, 
Windsor. You just got the 
Colbert bump.”

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Andre 3000 talks music and 
trying to humanize Hendrix 



Rock star biopic. Actor 
and musician aimed 
to find the regular guy 
inside the legendary 
guitar icon 


In order to capture his best 
version of Jimi Hendrix for an 
upcoming biopic, Andre 3000 
said he had to think of him as 
a regular dude and not a rock 
star. 

“I didn’t look at him as an 
icon because when you’re in it, 
you don’t know you’re an icon. 
You don’t know you’re an icon 
until other people say you’re an 
icon,” the 37-year-old said in an 
interview Tuesday. 

“So I had to take it as a per¬ 
son, you know what I mean? 
And I just tried to say, ‘Well, 
what would Jimi want people 
to know that they can’t get off 
of YouTube?’ And that’s how I 
approached it,” he said. 

Hendrix died at age 27 in 
1970. He was ranked No. 1 on 
Rolling Stone magazine’s great-

est guitarists of all-time list. His 
band, The Jimi Hendrix Experi¬ 
ence, is known for iconic al¬ 
bums such as Electric Ladyland 
and Are You Experienced. 

All Is by My Side, which fo¬ 
cuses on the early days of Hen¬ 
drix’s career, will be released 
next year. Andre 3000 is excited 


to see the film, which he’s fin¬ 
ished shooting in Ireland. He 
believes the public “will be 
pleased.” 

Andre 3000, one-half of 
OutKast with Big Boi, has been 
out of the music scene in re¬ 
cent years, although he’s been 
featured on songs by Beyonce, 
Frank Ocean, Rick Ross, Ke$ha 
and Young Jeezy. 


OutKast’s 2006 platinum¬ 
selling album, Idlewild, which 
accompanied a film of the 
same name starring the duo, 
was their last album. Their 11- 
time platinum Spealcerboxxx/ 
The Love Below won the 2004 
Grammy Award for album of 
the year. 

Big Boi, who released a solo 
album two years ago to wel¬ 


coming reviews, will release 
a new solo disc, Vicious lies 
and Dangerous Rumours, next 
month. 

But Andre 3000 isn’t in a 
rush to record an album. 

“Some days I feel like I’ll do 
it, some days I don’t. Some days 
I feel like I don’t need to, some 
days I feel like I want to do it 
before I die. So, I don’t know 


where to fall. I am just hoping 
one day I get that inspiration,” 
he said at an event for Gillette’s 
eMO’gency Styler Tour, which

I don’t even know what it 
will be.” 

However, he could find the

now’ - that can happen, too.” 

He also says he’s constantly 
writing songs. 

“I write all the time ... I ac¬ 
tually stopped typing it in my 
phone because like a cloud is 
basically reading every thought 
that I have and I don’t like 
that,” he said. “So I went back 
to my paper and started writ¬ 
ing.” 

He’s not sure fans want a 
new OutKast album for the 
right reasons. 

“Man, we’ve had a great 
ride. ... like when we got into 
it when we were high school 
kids and we just wanted to do 
something fun and push it, and 
if it’s not that then why do it?” 
he said. 

“I’m not the type that pre¬ 
scribes to nostalgia, and most 
people say they want an Out¬ 
Kast album because they used 
to love it. Y’all don’t even know 
if y’all still love it. You just know 
you used to love it. But you may 
not like it now, who knows?”

TLC star shares loo of 
his favourite recipes

Sundays at Buddy Valastro’s 
house are ruled by three f- 
words: food, family and foot¬ 
ball. 

It’s a day for the star of 
TLC’s hit show Cake Boss to 
throw on his New York Giants 
jersey and munch on game 
snacks (wine, bread and pro¬ 
sciutto, in case you’re won¬ 
dering) while his wife, Lisa, 
whips up tomato sauce. 

But the man behind Carlo’s 
Bakery also knows his way 
around the kitchen — so much 
so that he has released Cook¬ 
ing Italian with the Cake Boss: 
Family Favorites As Only Buddy 
Can Serve Them Up. 

The 100-recipe book fea¬ 
tures Italian-American dishes 
with signature touches that 
may just expand Valastro’s boss 
reputation to boiling pots of 
potato gnocchi and simmering 
dishes of lasagna. 

The book is dedicated to your 
wife. Who is really the boss in 
your kitchen? 

I gotta give it up to my wife, she 
is definitely the boss of cooking 
in my house. She does 90 per 
cent of it. I wanted to dedicate 
a book to her and I’m so happy 
it’s this one because a lot of the 
recipes are hers, so I feel like I 
didn’t just steal from her. 

I have to pit you against your 
mom and your wife, and ask, 
who is the best cook? 

Oh, I’m definitely the best cook 
out of the three. They won’t 
even try to deny it. My food has 
a lot more flavour profile to it. I 
attribute that to having a really 


unique palate. When I’m at a 
restaurant and I eat something, 
I can pick apart what’s in it. 

Is there anything you haven’t 
mastered in Italian cooking? 

I don’t consider myself a mas¬ 
ter. I think that I’m a really good 
cook. I’m not intimidated to try 
anything. At the end of the day, 
nothing brings families togeth¬ 
er like food, but sometimes 
people get in a rut. Take my 
wife, God bless her, great coolc 
... but she makes the same stuff 
every week. So I want the book 


to make people think, ‘You 
know what? Instead of making 
plain veal cutlets, I’m gonna 
make Veal Saltimbocca. Let me 
try something new’. 

Aside from Italian, what else 
do you like to cook? 

Oh, I cook eveiything. My fa¬ 
vourite is probably Asian. 

Are we going to get a Cook¬ 
ing Chinese with Buddy book? 

I don’t know about cooking 
Chinese, but Buddy can make 
some damn good Med rice. 



Recipe 


Buddy's Pizza 
Margherita 

1. Position rack in bottom 
of oven and set pizza stone 
on rack. Preheat to 450 F. 

2. Lightly work surface and 
a pizza peel with commeal. 
Pat and stretch or roll out 
the dough to a 9- to 10-inch 
round. In one swift move¬ 
ment, lift the dough by one 
edge and drag it onto peel. 

3. Use ladle to spoon sauce 
into centre of dough, then 
use back of ladle to spread 
it, leaving 1/2-inch border. 
Scatter mozzarella decora- 
tively over pizza. 

4. Open oven and carefully 
slide pizza onto stone. Bake 
until crust is golden brown 
and cheese bubbles, 10 to 
12 minutes. Remove pizza 
with peel. Scatter basil over 
pizza, season with pinch of 
salt, and drizzle with extra¬ 
virgin olive oil. 

5. Transfer pizza to a serv¬ 
ing platter. Slice into 6 
slices, and serve.

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Nigerian Beef Suya offers 
spicy and cheap satisfaction 


Despite the sometimes intense 
diversity of faith and ethnicity 
in Nigeria, a nation of 160 mil¬ 
lion people, this thinly sliced 
meat — called Suya — is eaten 
everywhere. By everyone. 

Whether from an open-air 
pit in the country’s Muslim 
north or a roadside stand in 
its Christian south, the food 
remains cheap enough for 
most to afford in a nation 
where the majority earn less 
than $2 a day. 

Suya typically costs around 
200 naira ($1.25) a stick and 
can be made with beef and 
chicken cuts, as well as bits of 
kidney and liver. 

An enterprising restaurant 
on Victoria Island in Lagos 
called Pizze-Riah offers it as a 
pizza topping. 

At the Super Suya Spot in 
Surulere, a neighbourhood in 
Lagos, manager Salisu Adamu 
says people from London and 


the U.S. buy his suya to take 
back home. Those eating it 
locally line up at the window 
of his store, ordering sticks 
already made and held inside 
a glass box, a single light bulb 
hanging precariously above 
for people to see what they’re 
buying. Stacks of old news¬ 
papers sit nearby to bundle 
the suya to go. 

1. Set oven-safe wire rack over 
a rimmed baking sheet. Coat 
the rack with cooking spray. 

2. In a wide, shallow bowl, mix 
powdered peanut butter, pap¬ 
rika, ginger, 2 teaspoons of salt, 
garlic powder, onion powder 
and cayenne. Set aside 2 table¬ 
spoons of the mixture. 

3. Using very sharp knife, cut 
steak into thin slices no more 
than 1/4 inch thick. Thread the 
steak onto wooden skewers. 


4. Using pastry brush, lightly 
brush sliced steak on both sides 
with peanut oil. One at a time, 
place each skewer over bowl of 
seasoning mix and press onto 
the meat; it should be thick and 
almost paste-like. Arrange coat¬ 
ed steak on the prepared rack. 

5. Cover steak loosely with 
plastic wrap and let sit at room 
temp. 30 minutes. Meanwhile, 
heat oven to 300 F. After 30 
minutes, uncover steak and 
roast 20 minutes. Flip skewers, 
then roast 20 more minutes. 

6. Meanwhile, dice tomato, 
onion and cucumber, then 
combine in bowl. Add vinegar, 
toss, then season with salt and 
pepper. Set aside. 

7. Remove pan from oven and 
increase heat to 400 F. Brush 
steak on both sides with more 
oil. When oven is at temper¬ 


ature, roast another 5 minutes. 

8. Sprinkle steak with the re¬ 
served 2 tablespoons of season¬ 
ing mixture. Serve with tomato-

1. Heat oven to 400 F. Line 
12-cup muffin pan with paper 
cupcake liners. 

2. Prick sweet potatoes several 
places with knife. Microwave 
on high (or on the baked pota¬ 
to setting) until tender, 10 min¬ 
utes. Let cool, then peel and, in 
a bowl, mash with a fork. You 
should have about 11/4 cups 
of mashed sweet potato. Mix 
in buttermilk, then set aside. 

3. In a medium bowl, stir 
together both flours, the bak¬ 
ing powder, baking soda, salt, 
nutmeg and allspice. 

4. In another medium bowl, 
combine butter and both 
sugars. Use electric mixer to 


beat until the mix is fight and 
fluffy, 3 minutes. Using spat¬ 
ula, scrape down sides of bowl. 
Add egg and vanilla, then mix 
on medium speed for about 1 
minute, until thoroughly com¬ 
bined. Scrape down the sides 
of the bowl. 

5. Add half flour mix and beat 
the batter on low speed just 
until mix is partly mixed. Add 
half buttermilk-sweet potato 
mix and mix until combined. 
Add the remaining dry ingredi¬ 
ents and mix until just com¬ 
bined, then mix in the remain¬ 
ing buttermilk mixture. 

6. Divide batter among the 
prepared muffin cups. Top it 
with the aystallized ginger 


and bake on the middle rack of 
the oven for 25 to 30 minutes, 
or until the tops are golden and 
a toothpick inserted at the cen¬ 
tre comes out clean.

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Meet the new Michelin man 


A new face. American 
Michael Ellis takes over 
the famous French 
food guides 


Something new is in the stars 
for the Michelin Guide — the 
French restaurant reviewing 
institution is getting an 
American accent. 

Colorado-born Michael 
Ellis, who took over the job 
early this year but made his 
debut U.S. tour as ambassador 
of the guides this fall, is the 
first American to head the 
Michelin Guide. 

The idea that an American 
would be put in charge of 
“this bible of French gastron¬ 
omy is kind of a big deal,” 
says Colman Andrews, editor¬ 
ial director of TheDailyMeal. 
com. “The Guide Michelin is 
such a French institution, it 
would have been unthinkable 
even probably 10 years ago 
to think that an American 
would ever run it.” 

Another big deal: Ellis’ 
challenge of finding a way to 
keep the guides relevant, and 
solvent, in an eat-and-tweet 
world. 

Founded in 1900 by broth¬ 
ers and tire makers Edouard 
and Andre Michelin, the 
Michelin Red Guide listed 
places to get gas, food and 
other necessities to encour¬ 
age motorists to get on the 
road, a good thing for the 
tire business. In 1926 the 
company introduced its star-

rating system for restaurants 
and in time being a one-, two- 
or three-star Michelin chef 
became a byword for quality. 

But though having a high 
Michelin ranking can be a 
significant boost to a restau¬ 
rant’s takings, none of that 
revenue has been going to the 
guides, whose main source of 
revenue has been the sale of 
printed books. “Paper prod¬ 
ucts are not a growth indus¬ 
try, I’ll put it that way,” said 
Ellis. 

Last year, the Financial 
Times reported the guides 
were losing millions of dol¬ 
lars annually. Company of¬ 
ficials don’t divulge internal 
figures, but say they’ve made 
significant financial changes 
since then. 

Ellis has a number of other 
changes under consideration: 

• Expand the listings, in¬ 
cluding more cities in Asia, 
and add more U.S. cities. (Cur¬ 
rently, only New York, Chi¬ 
cago and San Francisco are 
reviewed.) 

• Widen the scope of the 
restaurants reviewed. It’s a 
misconception that Michelin 
is strictly high-end, said Ellis. 
Only about 10 per cent of 
reviews are starred restau¬ 
rants. There also are a num¬ 
ber of restaurants included 
that don’t have stars but are 
judged worthy of a visit, as 
well as the “Bib Gourmande” 
rankings of more casual 
places. Still, Ellis would like 
to see the guides get more 
comprehensive with cover¬ 
age of such things as the best 
places to go for family pizza 
night. 

• Increase the guide’s 
online presence and iden¬ 
tify new sources of income. 
Michelin has e-books and mo¬ 
bile apps and in France has 
launched a restaurant search 
engine with a promotional 
component. Only places 
that have been endorsed by 
Michelin inspectors are list¬ 
ed, but those that have made 
the cut can pay about $90 a 
month for a “visibility pack” 
that makes their listing more 



prominent. The French web¬ 
site also has a comment sec¬ 
tion. “People look for opin¬ 
ions now,” Ellis said. 

In a way, Michelin Guide 
faces the same problem as 
hallowed restaurants like 
Maxim’s in Paris or the 21 
Club in New York, said An¬ 
drews. “How do they modern¬ 
ize without losing their core 
identity? It’s hard for restau¬ 
rants to do it; I think it’s hard 
for Michelin to do it.” 

Ellis thinks it’s the 
Michelin legacy that makes 
it uniquely fitted to take on 
the challenges of the Internet 
age. 

“We have our respected 
core — our professionals, 
they’re food professionals,” 
he said. “They’re salaried 
Michelin employees; they’re 


anonymous so no one knows 
who they are and they always 
pay their check. So they really 
have experiences that the or¬ 
dinary customer would have, 
unlike, say, food writers or 
journalists that can be recog¬ 
nized or don’t pay their bills 
sometimes. That really gives 
us the independence that I 
think no one else has.” 

Ellis himself joined 
Michelin in 2007, heading up 
the motorcycle tire division, 
and got the call for his cur¬ 
rent job after mentioning in 
a regular career counselling 
session that he’d be inter¬ 
ested in working with the 
guides. 

“I literally fell out of my 
seat and said, ‘Ole, I’ll think 
about it... Yes!”’ Ellis said with 

a laugh. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Anyone who watched last summer's Diamond 
Jubilee concert that took place in front of 
Buckingham Palace will probably remember 
the performance by the 1980s group Mad¬ 
ness. As the band members launched into 
their hit song “Our House,” a digital curtain 
dropped and the palace behind them was 
magically transformed into a rundown tene¬ 
ment flat. The walls peeled back to reveal 
dancing teenagers inside. 

The jaw-dropping show was provided by a 
bit of technical wizardry called 3-D mapping 
projection, a technology that has become 
popular at major events around the world 
in recent years. Now it’s about to make its 
debut in Halifax as part of Spring Garden 
Road’s Shopping Under the Stars event. 

Carman Pirie is a principal at Kula Part¬ 
ners, the Halifax-based company behind the 
3-D mapping projection show, which will be 
beamed onto the side of the Credit Union 
Building at 5670 Spring Garden Rd. 

The exact nature of the show has been 
shrouded in secrecy, but it will have a holiday 


theme and last about five minutes. “We’re go¬ 
ing to be running it at regular times through¬ 
out the holiday season,” says Pirie. 

The idea first emerged as a way of creating 
a spectacle in downtown Halifax that was 
unique. “We look at it as a way of giving a 
gift from the merchants of Spring Garden 
Road back to the city,” says Pirie. Egg Studios 
in Halifax is creating the 3-D show, a job that 
will take several hundred hours of work to 
complete. 

Pirie predicts that the spectacular show 
will be one of the hits of the Christmas sea¬ 
son and that it will add one more dimension 
to Halifax’s most unique shopping destina¬ 
tion. 

“More people should experience Christ¬ 
mas shopping in downtown Halifax,” says 
Pirie. “There’s really nothing else like it, and 
events like this will only add to that. It speaks 
well of the merchants of Spring Garden 
Road that they have gotten behind this 
event.”

Shelby Lendrum, the manager of Plovers, says the new 
tenants are excited about the grand-opening weekend, 
which will kick off with a late-night opening for Shopping 
Under the Stars on Friday, Nov. 16.

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The long dark days of winter will soon be 
offset by the bright lights of Spring Gar¬ 
den Road, as area businesses illuminate in 
time for Shopping Under the Stars. 

Nancy Tissington, the executive direc¬ 
tor of the Spring Garden Area Business As 
sociation, has been busy securing permits 
and lights for the Friday, Nov. 16, opening 
to the annual nighttime shopping 
festival. 

The process began just days 
after Christmas 2011, when 
they took down 
the old decorative 
wreaths and real¬ 
ized they wouldn’t 
last another year. The 
420-member association 
bought new wreaths and 
increased the number of 
“shooting star” lights from just a few major 
intersections to covering most of the 
road.

The lights will cover Dresden and 
Birmingham streets. The association’s total 
nine-block area ranges between South 
Park and Brunswick streets and Clyde and 
Sackville streets. The organization intends 
to add lights to South Park Street next 
year and fill in the gaps on Queen 
and Doyle streets, if they’re un¬ 
able to this year. 

Construction projects in the 
V area, plus a planned HRM revital- 
J ization of Spring Garden Road, 
have slowed their plans. “After 
that, we’re going to hold tight until 
the revitalization of the streetscap- 
ing comes in,” says Tissington. 

The first lights went up after Remem¬ 
brance Day, and the association aims to 
have them all installed by Nov. 16 for the 
first night of Shopping Under the Stars 
and for the Parade of Lights on Nov. 17.

Zach Fucale could be forgiven 
if boredom were to set in 
from time to time in the Hali¬ 
fax Mooseheads crease. 

Charged with manning 
the net behind the No. 1 of¬ 
fence in the Canadian Hockey 
League, the 17-year-old star 
goaltender faces the fewest 
shots in the QMJHL — 23 per 
game — and is learning on 
the fly how to adjust. 

It’s a big change from 
his rookie season, when on 
many nights Halifax needed 
Fucale’s best game to have 
a chance at winning — and 
more often than not, he de¬ 
livered. 

“It’s not the same situa¬ 
tion, for sure, it’s quite ob¬ 
vious,” said Fucale, who was 
the Mooseheads’ co-MVP and 
won the QMJHL’s Jacques 
Plante Trophy as defensive 
rookie of the year.

the top goaltender available 
in the 2013 NHL draft, has 
a 14-2-1 record along with 
a 2.63 goals-against average 
and a .885 save percentage. 

He leads the league in 
wins, is fifth in goals-against 
average and 15th in save per¬ 
centage. 

“I feel I could do more,” Fu¬ 
cale said, noting he is focused 
on improving every day. 

Mooseheads head coach 
Dominique Ducharme said 
facing fewer shots has made 
it more difficult for Fucale 
to get into a groove stopping 
pucks — a groove he was in 
pretty much all of last season 
in 75 appearances. 

“It’s a different rhythm 
of the game, the focus is not 
the same and I think he’s not 
quite used to it,” Ducharme 
said. “He’s been good, he’s 
just struggling a little bit to 
build that momentum and be 
consistent.” 

According to those who 
know Fucale best, he has 
the mental makeup to level 
things out as the season 
goes on. World junior head 
scout Kevin Prendergast, for 
example, recently described 
Fucale’s personality as among 
the most impressive he’s seen 
in hockey over the past 20 
years. 

“He’s such a smart kid, an 
intelligent kid, a mature kid, 
it’s a matter of time for him 
to figure it out,” Ducharme 
said. 

Fucale is quick to point out 
that as much as things have 
changed from last season, his 
job remains exactly the same. 

“My job is to stop all the 
pucks — whether I have two 
shots or 45,” Fucale said. “The 
boys have their job, I have 
mine. Together, we’ll do our 
jobs and win some hockey 
games.”
